Britain’s Newest 
Naval Aircraft 
Best in World 


LONDON, Nov. 3.—(CP-Reuter) 
—Britain’s newest naval aircraft 
is the hardest hitting carrier- 
borne fighter in the world. With 
a specially long range for Pacific 
operations, the Fairey Aviation 
Company's Firefly, released from 
the secret list last night, is a low- 
winged single-engined fighter- 
reconnaissance plane, packing 
four 20-millimetre cannon guns, 
with a crew of two. A powerful 
Rolls Royce Griffon engine 
powers this aircraft, which has 
folding wings for economic stor- 
age in carriers.

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What Does It Mean? 


Colonel J. L. Ralston leaves the Domin- 
ion Government with a fine record of 
achievement in the creation of Canada's 
fighting forces, a job which he had to start 
almost from scratch and which he carried 
to a point of success which is the pride of 
Canadians and the admiration of the world. 

Directly responsible for raising the 
Army, as senior minister of national de- 
fence, Colonel Ralston enjoys a share of the 
credit also for the amazing expansion of 
our air and naval forces. 

He steps out of office without the loss 
of popular respect and the country will not 
forget the service he rendered in the hour 
of danger when the cause of freedom stood 
in jeopardy all around the world. 

To succeed Colonel Ralston comes Gen- 
eral A. G. L. McNaughton, a brilliant sol- 
dier who also has served this country well. 

But many will wonder how a man who 
through ill-health or incompatibility was 
compelled to relinquish his army post at his 
own request—and to the regret of most 
Canadians—should have sufficiently recov- 
ered to undertake an even more demanding 
and arduous job. One would have thought 
that had General McNaughton so fully re- 
covered his health and spirits as to be fit 
for the ministership, the logical place to re- 
employ him would have been at the head of 
the Canadian armies in the field. 

This, however, is a mystery which has 
not yet been elucidated. Indeed it is only 
one of the mysteries which require elucida- 
tion. For while Canadians have been told 
that Colonel Ralston has retired and that 
General McNaughton has succeeded him, 
no one has yet seen fit to tell them why. 

There are many conjectures, of course. 
But conjectures and guesses are not quite 
good enough. What does it all mean? 

Prime Minister Mackenzie King would 
perform a sound service to the nation by 
making a full, frank and complete state- 
ment about what has happened and why.

The Second Low 


The weather on Wednesday was not con- 
ducive to a heavy vote at Edmonton's 
municipal elections. But it cannot be sad- 
dled with the major part of the blame. 
There have been far heavier votes polled on 
still less agreeable days. 

Even last year’s record low went by the 
board when only 16.3 per cent of the voters 
went to the polls. It was the second smallest 
percentage scored in the last ten years, and 
fell not far short of beating the 1942 low 
of 14.2. 

Only one explanation can account for 
this phenomenon, Electors generally were 
not enough interested to take the trouble 
to get out and vote. Only one in six of them 
did so, The other five—excepting the sick, 
the absent and those who were unable to 
visit the polling places— exercised their 
privilege to refrain from voting. 

One partially redeeming feature of the 
returns is that these record a fairly uni- 
form trend of opinion in all parts of the 
city. There were not many polls in which 
losing candidates won. Those elected won 
in nearly all districts. The outcome does 
not therefore disclose any notable out- 
cropping of sectionalism,

Education in Jeopardy 


Education Week runs this year from 
November 5 to 11, It is a time set aside for 
the consideration of Canada’s educational 
problems and there is at least one of these 
problems so acute that a week's contempla- 
tion is not going to solve it. 

All across the country there is a short- 
age of school teachers so serious that it can 
almost be said to place Canadian educa- 
tion in jeopardy. 

Although Alberta has not yet had to 
hire any totally unqualified teachers, this 
province has been obliged to use many 
whose experience and training are danger- 
ously meagre. 

A full quarter of Nova Scotia's teachers 
are below professional training standards. 
In that province, more than 300 persons 
who have only high school training and no 
pedagogical training of any kind are 
teaching school 

In Quebec, the Protestant schools have 
hired 108 unqualified teachers and Roman 
Catholic schools are employing 800 teachers 
with only a summer course behind them 

In Ontario, 200 schools have teachers 
with no professional training; 600 have 
teachers whose training lasted only six 
weeks, 

Manitoba recruited 600 teachers last 
year from high school graduates, gave 400 
of them a summer course and let the other 
200 teach with no training at all, 

Saskatchewan has 131 rural 
schools because even untrained teachers 
cannot be found for them, 

Now it does not require argument to 
show that this national] shortage of trained 
teachers represents a serious situation in 
the field of education 

The situation the serious be- 
cause it is caused, primarily, not by war,

but by full employment. In other words, 
the public of Canada has allowed the teach- 
ing profession to become so unattractive 
that it is literally deserted by thousands 
when other good jobs become available. 
This is a highly precarious position for 
the keystone profession of any community 
to be in. Surely the situation calls for more 
than a week of speeches and displays. 
Surely this is something that demands the 
most sober thinking by those most capable 
of it. 
| Canada is faced with the fact that un- 
| less the teaching profession is elevated to 
the dignity it deserves and is made as prof-

| The sixth project is the most

States believes that certain key

| They are too large in bulk, too

upon them. Canadian wheat and

In such cases it is proposed 
that the producing nation and its

;ments fixing total purchases for 
several years in advance, such 
agreements to be subject to protest 
by affected nations if they do not 
work out satisfactorily and in any 
case to be terminated absolutely 
at an agreed date and then if de- 
sirable re-negotiated in the light 
of current conditions.

Where a country is demonstrably 
producing more of a certain com- 
modity than the world can consume 
and it is clear that lower prices will 
paradoxically increase output by 
desperate producers, it is proposed 
that the International Bank shall 
aid one crop countries to get into 
other lines of production, Already 
the United States has experimented 
in such loans to Cuba with some 
success. The commodity agreement 
j plan is also designed to cover the 
problem of world disarmament. 
The sale of armaments throughout 
}the world would be covered by 
agreements publicly registered with 
the League Economie Council. The 
sale of habit-forming drugs would 
be regulated in the same way 

Finally there would be conserva- 
tion agreements designed to pro- 
tect scarce world supplies of cer- 
tain commodities, modelled on the 
pelagic sealing treaty of the Pacific 
and the halibut and salmon agree- 
ments between Canada and the 
United States. Even oil, because it 


is growing scarce in many places, 


might be included in such a con- 
servation programme to make good

This gigantic project reaching 
into every corner of the world’s 
economy is conceived on three pre- 


mises: (1) That peace will not en-

German planes yesterday when

a savage, dogfight of 2,400 planes 
over Merseburg in central Ger- 
many. 


Following quickly on this decisive 
Allied triumph, more than 1,000 
RAF bombers roared out over west- 
ern Germany after nightfall and 
delivered one of their heaviest 
blows at Dusseldorf, Rhineland in 
dustrial city behind the western 
front. 


BLAST OIL PLANT 

In the huge daylight raid 1,100 
heavy bombers blasted 
the Leuna synthetic oil plant at 
Merseburg and rail yards at Beile- 
field and Rheine 


American fliers in 900 escort- 
ing fighters, set a fighter record 
of 155 planes destroyed in the 
air and on the ground. Another 
fighter record of 130 shot down 
and a new combination bomber- 
fighter record—208—in planes de- 
stroyed this year during one day 
were compiled. 


Officials reported that of the 
2,000 American planes, 41 bombers 
and 28 fighters failed to return
